AH reports from Germany bear out this 


viexv of the situation, including that of General 
Herrv T. Allen of the American army, who will 
not be 5usp 
f'<'ted of pro-Germanism. It is true 


that thr- German farmers and land-owners have 
plenty of food, a bumper crop indeed, but it is 
fqually truo that the middle 
and laboring 


c!as?e? in tho German cities are starving be- 
cause the owners of the food will not sell for 
German marks. A strong government in Ger- 
many, n f i doubt, would take stops to break up 
tiii? situation by commandeering the food, es- 
tablishing a food control with wide powers to 
force sale?. Unfortunately such a government 
doe? not exist in Germany, and cannot exist for 
?nme time to come. For one reason, every ef- 
fort of the present German government to make 
it?elf master in its own house is blocked at 
every turn by a foreign government and army. 
Germany cannot squelch the industrialist and 
junker profiteers because the French support 
their., backing thorn up in their defiance of the 
Berlin government and dealing with them over 
the head of the nominal authorities of the Ger- 
rr.an republic. There is hardly a faction of the 
many that are endeavoring to overturn 
the 


German republic from the inside that is too in- 
significant to receive the encouragement-- of 
France, unless all evidence of unprejudiced ob- 
servers is to be rejected. 


In the meantime helpless Germans, by no 


mean? responsible for the situation and unable 
to correct it, are hungry- That is the reason 
v.-hy we should feed them. Had we any means 
of bringing about a more effectual government 
in Germany which would liberate the stores of 
food locked up by the speculators, it might be 
right to suggest that we withhold our aid and 
let Germany help herself. But good advice or 
stern admonition to the cabinet at Berlin will 
not feed one child. There is but one way 
in 


which the United States might help, outside of 
sending food to feed the hungry, admittedly 
only a palliative. That would be to embark on 
a foreign policy which would straighten out 
matters in Europe and permit Germany and her 
neighbors to return to normal. And at the best, 
were such a policy to be enormously more ef- 
fective than even its most ardent supporters 
can now imagine, it would be a matter of many 
months before the suffering in Germany could 
'ie relieved through normal processes. In the 
meantime thousands would starve. 


Why should we feed Germany? Perhaps
